ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  lie  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 


work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  he  raised  lor  the  under 
taking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  bo  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

TEMPORARY  LOAN  BY-LAW,  1897. 


A By-law  to  Enable  tli-e  Coporation  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster  to  Borrow  the  Sam  ot  .$88,180 
in  anticipation  of  its  revenue  for  the  year  1897. 

7VHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  a sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $88,180  to 
meet  the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue 
before  the  revenue  of  the  year  becomes  payable  by 
the  taxpayers  ; 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  taxes  upon  land 
or  real  property,  as  shown  by  the  revised  assessment 
roll  of  the  Municipality  for  the  year  1896,  was  the 
sum  of  .$105,817.05  ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as 
follows  : — - 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council 
thereof,  to  borrow  from  any  person  or  persons,  firm 
or  firms,  corporation  or  corporations,  who  may  be 
willing  to  advance  the  same,  the  sum  of  $88,180  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  times,  but  subject  as  here- 
inafter provided,  as  the  same  may  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Mayor  and  Finance  Committee  be  required  to 
meet  the  said  current  legal  expenditure,  and  the 
moneys  so  borrowed  shall  bear  interest  at  a rate  not 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  The  moneys  so  borrowed  shall  be  expended  in 
payment  of  the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  said 
Corporation  for  the  year  1897,  and  shall,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon,  be  a liability  payable  out 
of  the  municipal  revenue  for  the  year  1897,  and  shall 
be  repayable  and  repaid  to  the  lender  or  lenders  thereof 
on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1897,  out  of 
the  said  revenue.
